History of the First Methodist Church 


Perrysburg, Ohio 


The Mother Church of Methodism in the Maumee Valley 
By Dr. D. R. Canfield and the Rev. Cecil D. Smith 


Yne nistory of Metnodism in 
Perrysburg runs parallel to that of 
the early pioneers in the Maumee Val- 
ley of northwest Ohio. Occasional 
services were held in this locality 
by Methodista previous to the War of 
1812, indicating that some early set- 
tlers from the fast were of Method- 
ist "persuasion." 


Foremost among these was Major 
Amos Spafford, who ceme from Vermont 
and Cleveland end settled on what be- 
came known as the "Spafford Grant", 
just west of Ft. Meiga in 1810. He 
was appointed postmaster and collec- 
tor of the Port of Miami, Erie Dis- 
trict. ("Maumee" is a corruption of 


the original Indian name of Miami, 
which was pronounced more like it 
is now spelled.) «tne Major thus 
became the civil and commercial 
leader of the new settlement. Hao 
was tno first settler to mild a 
cabin and settle permanently in 
Wood County. At tne foot of tne 
bluff below hia homestead, on the 
river flat, a’ little namlet of ten 
or twelve ouildings arose, to bear 
the ambitious name of "Orleans of 
the North." In tae Spafford nome 
and in Orleans began tne work of 
Methodiem in the Maumce Valley, 
which has now spread to almost 
every town and village in north- 
wentern Unio.

Major Amos Spafford was the first permanent 
settler of Methodist "persuasion" in the 
Maunee Valley. As the first postmaster, he was 
authorized to name the town of Perrysburg. 


In 1812 Governor Huis was de- 
feated by the British and Indiana 
at Detroit and surrendered tne 
entire Micnigan Territory. Major 
Spafford was tnen forced to flee 
with nis family to Huron on Lake 
Brie. Kscaping hastily by boat, 
they looked back to see the smoke 
rising from their burning cabin.

the Black Swamp, with its dense 
forests and swamps, its gnats and 
mosquitoes, its chills and fevers, 
was deserted by all the settlers 
and left to the hostile Indians. 


General William Henry Harrison 

was then placed in command of tne 
Western Army and came down the 
Menumee to build and make Ft. Heiga 
nis headquarters. In 1813 his forces, 
twice besieged, were re-enforced by 
volunteers from Onio and Kentucky 
and resumed tne offensive. 


Meanwhile Captain Oliver H. 


Perry of Rhode Island was preparing 
a fleet at Presqu' Isle (now trie.) 
At Put-insDay, in August, 1813, he 
won his notable victory and sent his 
laconic dispatch to Harrison: "We 
have met the enemy and they are ours; 
two ships, two brigs, one schooner 
and one sloop." Harrison, aided by 
3500 Kentucky troops under Governor 
Shelby in person, pursued the re- 
treating enemy into Canada, defsat- 
ed them at the River Thames, won 
back all that Hull had lost, and put 
an end to the dangers of Indian raids. 
Major Spafford returned in August, 
1815, with other settlers, out had 
to organize them against isolated 
Indian attacks. 


In 1816 the federal government 
sent surveyors to the foot of the 
Maumoe Bapids to lay out a village 
in honor of Commodore Perry. They 
chose a site on a bluff above the 
Maumee River to the east of Ft. 
Meigs, and laid it out one mile 
square with wide streets parallel 
to the river, which runs almost 
@irectly from southwest to north-~ 
east across the map. The site is 
about fifteen miles above the 
mouth of the Maumee and ten miles 
above the present city of Toledo. 
A beautiful marble monument, tha 
gift of the City of Cleveland, 
stands at the main junction of 
highways, in honor of the hero of 
Lake Erie from whom the town of 
Perrysburg gets its name. As the 
first postmaster Major Spafford was 
commissioned by U.S. Land Commiss- 
koner and former Ohio governor Jou 
siah Meigs, to name tne vitlage, 
which was done in 1816.

In 1819 the Rev. John P. Kent 
of the Genessee Conference (N.Y.)

the first Perrysburg Methodist Society was 
formed in the fall of 1820. Aurora Spafford 


was the class leader. 


Members: Sarah 


Wilkinson, John Knowles and William Kellsy. 


was appointed to the Detroit Cir- 
cuit, oy the Rey. W. Case, presid- 
ing elder of the Upper Canada Dis- 
trict. Orleans was the southernmost 
point of his circuit, which embraced 
all of the southern portion of Mich- 
igan Territory and a portion of 
northwestern Ohio and northeastern 
Indiana. 


In August, 1820, the Rev. James 
B, Finley, in charge of the Lebanon 
District of the Ohio Conference, sent 
a young local preacher by the name of 
Platt B. Morey into the Maumee Valley 
to assist in the organization of Meth- 
odiem. Kent and Morey met at Perrys- 
burg and worked together. Un the 
rounds of their circuit they preach- 
ed at the spacious home of Jacob Wil- 
kinson in Orleans, at the schoolhouse 
half way up the hill at Ft. Meigs,in 
a room above John Hollister's store 
in Orleans and at the Spafford cabin 
which was considered Methodist head- 
quarters for the Maumee Valley. 


In September of 1820 these two 
pioneer circuit riders organized the 
First Methodist Society in the form 
of a class under the leadership of 
Aurore Spafford. Sarah Wilkinson, 
Jobn Knowles and William Kelley were. 
the three members. The next year 
Aurora Spafford transferred his mem- 
bership from the newly organized Pres- 
byterian Church to the new Metnodist 
society, of which he had become the 
first class leader. Morey contracted 
-Balaria from his journeys through the 
swamps of the circuit and died in 
December of 1821 at the age of 26 
years. 


thus two streams of pioneer 
Methodism morged here--one from that 
stream of immigrants which poured 
through lower Canada and the Western 
Reserve along the southern shore of 


Lake Erie; and the other coming up 
from the southeast in that earlier 
settlement of the Nortowest Yerri- 
tory whicn used the Ohio River for 
its highway. 


With the rapid influx of settlers 
following the peace treaty of Ghent, 
in 1815, the mmber of preaching 
places increased steadily. The west- 
ward-bound pioneers ame through Per- 
rysburg on horseback, in wagons, and 
on foot, over the mud road from San- 
dusky, which was often a quagmire. 

Hull's Trace was the one open route 
through the Black Swamp from the south. 
By 1826 the Monroe Circuit separated

from the Detroit Circuit,when the 
Rev. John A, Baughman was in charge. 
The next year, 1827, came the Rey. 
George W. Walker, whose outstanding 
labors were recorded in a blography 
of him written by Maxwell P. Gaddis 
in 1657. From this history we learn 
that Baughman had sixteen preaching 
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Two streams of pioneer Methodism met here at 
Perrysburg. Jonn P. Kent represented the northern 


stream, via the Great Lakes; 


Platt B. Morey, the 


southern stream, via Kentucky and the Ohio River. 


places, including Ann Arbor and 
Ypsilanti, Hubbard's (which becane 
Collingwood Metnodist Unurch of 
Toledo), Perrysburg and Water- 
ville. to these Walker added 

many others, including Spaffords 
and Fort Meigs, forty-four in all. 


(now Grand Banids), Bell's School 
(Plain Twp.) Sargeants, Beaver Croek 
(now Pemberville), Stony Ridge, Ore- 
gon, Bowling Green, Tontogany, Tous- 
saint, Portage and Woodville. tnis 
circuit had its own presiding elder, 
who held quarterly conferences and 
supervised the classes as they grew 


From 1820 on, the Methodist 
Ohio Conference took 
over the major responsi- 
bility for the territory, 
including the Monroe 
Circuit of the Detroit 
District. A new Maumes 
District was organized 
in 1834 with the Monroe 
Circuit included. 


The village of 
Perrysburg grew as 
Orleans and Ft. Meigs 
declined. Ft. Miami 
similarly gave way to 
the village of Maumee. 
The river was crossed 
by ferry, pulled by 
cable on a windlass. 


Perrysburg was on 
the main road to the 
West, and provided many 
taverns for the weary 
travelers. Some of 


them rested here over the Sabbath and > 


attended the meetings, held in the 
little schoolhouse across from the 
present church site on Second St. 
Vlase meetings were held in various 
homes in the village. 


fhe Perrysburg Circuit “was di- 
vided from the Monroe Circuit at the 
Ohio Conference of 1835, and includes 
the towns of Perrysburg, Maumee, 
Waterville, and about twenty miles 
extent of country along the Maumee 
River west of the foot of the 
Rapids." Other points were Gilead

into congregations and 
churches, In 1836 the 
16 preaching places on 
the circuit had a memnber- 
ship of 129, which was 
doubled by 1839,

tHe FIRST CHURCH BUILDING 


In 1835, the "Toledo War" cetween 
toe Territory of Michigan and the 
State of Ohio over the boundary 
line, drew tne Michigan Militia to 
the dite of Sylvania dnd the Onie 
troops, numbering about 600, under 
Governor Incas, to tne site of Yole- 
do and to Perrysburg. Cyrus Brooks, 
the Methodist preacner, spoke to

The Presiding Elder was a zeal- 
ous and eloquent young preacher. He 
knew Governor Lucas to be a loyal 
Methodist. At the close of one of 
the services, os called on tho Gov- 
ernor to close witn prayer, and also 
to bring to tne mind of the congrega- 
tion the need of a new churcn, and to 
need tos subscription list toward it. 
ine Governor responded encouragingly 
snd $2500 were soon raised. Spafford 
gave $300, Darling $200, Mr. Hall, a 
Baptist, gave $200. ‘tne Hollisters, 
who were Universalists,gave $100 and 
$75 each. Ine lumber was brougnt trom 
Canada and the frame ouilding was 
erected in 1836. 1% stood on the

in every settlement, and laymen were 
chosen as teachers, "exhorters, 
local preachers, class leaders, 
stewards, etc." to supplement the 
work of the preachers, Tne first 
"Sabbath School" in Perrysburg was 
organized in 1838 with Henry Darling 
as Superintendent, 10 officers 

and teachers, 55 "scholars" and a 
library of 90 volumes. 


In 1842 the local church was 
made a stetion. From that time on, 
except for an 1851 report of class- 
es at the Shaner schoolhouse and 
Webster, and the Lime City Church 
in 1887-88, there is no record of 
outlying eppointments. The records 
show a total of $204.44 raised that 
year for "quarterage." 


Aurore Spafford had carried the 
debt on the new church since 1836. 
‘In 1844 he generously made out papers 
relinquishing his claim to an amount 
which, with interest. came between six 
and seven hundred dollars. ‘This had 
been paid by him over and above his 
subscription to tne new church. Spat- 
ford lived for five more years and 
was regarded as a zealous member and 
® Chriatian gentlemen and leader 
through the carly years of our 
church, Tne 1845 records show John 


R. Jewett as pastor and a Sunday 
school of three superintendents, 

13 teachers, 50 "scholars"; and 150 
library books. 


‘tne Maumee society was 
organized in 1833, puilt a 
frame church in 1837, and was 
separated from the Perrysburg 
Circuit in 1839.

“noble and self-sacrificing members 
responded to the call and during all 
the terrible six weeks worked day and 
night when called for." 


Mre. Rebecca McKnignt and Mrs. 
Dowd were among tnese volunteers and 
lost their lives in this service. Mrs. 
Amelia Perrin, daughter of Captain 
and Mrs. Sarah Williamson, wrote of 
this tragedy: “The Metnodist Church 
suffered greatiy from loss of members. 
When the spidemic had ceased and the 
church met for regular services, it 
was a mournful sight. The vacant pews, 
the mourning robes, the sed hearts 
and faces gathered there to return

In 1866, during the pastorate of 
the Rev. Thomas N. Barkdull, the 
church was reconstructed, with a sec- 
ond story added for a place of wor- 
ship, the first floor to be used for 


Sabbath school; 
a tall steeple 
end stained 
glass windows 
were added 
(these windows 
are now in the 
chapel at Good- 
will Industries 
Toledo), and a 
deep-toned bell 
installed in 
the belfry. 
this bell was Rev. Richard W. Wallace

(831 and con- 
vinues to call the people to school 
and worship. tne cost of these imn- 
provements, about $1500, was covered 
with pledges. But the hard times 
following the Civil War caused the 
subscriptions to shrink, leaving a 
heavy debt on which the members had 

to pay interest as nigh as 15 and 18 
percent. "The Ten Year's War", begin- 
ning in 1865, over removel of the 
courthouse to Bowling Green, cost the 
loss of a number of prominent families 
and further weakened the church. 


During the pastorate of Dr. N.b.C. 
Love, 1874-77, a new parsonage was 
built on the present church site. this 
frame building was moved to the rear 
of the new church in 1928. Its cost 
of $1600 was covered with pledges, 
which again ehrank, slightly increas- 
ing the church debt. In 1880 Dr. W.A, 
Yingling was able to clear off the dis- 
céuraging debt, leaving the church with 
a flourishing congregation of 1& men- 
bers and 175 in the Sabbath School. 


HE NeW CHURCH BUILDING 
Following the World War I, agi- 


tation increased toward. building a new 
church. Preliminary steps, architec- 
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The first 1836 church edifice was named Morris Chapel, 
after the newly elected Bishop Thomas A. Morris, who 
had been a presiding elder in the Ohio Conference and

sts. A year Later the building com- 
mittee was enlarged to include Mrs. 
P.C. Sutter, Mrs. Charles Schneider 
and Mrs. 0.P. Champney, with Wm. Jd. 
Veitch as chairman. Dr. Canfield 
was made chairman of the finance Com- 
mittee; Mrs, Sutter, Secretary and ?. 
M. Milligan, Treasurer. It was de- 
cided to proceed with the building 
when $24,000 in cash and $24,000 in 
pledges had been raised. Contracts 
were let to Britscn and Munger, 
architects, and to C.A. Degner for 
construction. 


On Sept. i0, 1928, Mrs. Fred 
Jézzard, oldest Living member, turn- 
ed the first shovelful of ground. On 
Oct. 21, the cornerstone was laid by 
Bishop J.F. Berry, tve Rev. Sheridan 
tT, Walker ‘then pastor in charge. In 
1929 the work was postponed until 
more money couid be raised. A sum of 
$20,000 was borrowed from the Local 
Citizen's Banking Company. ‘the 
Ladies' Aid, having raised their

on this loan, which was 
steadily reduced and 
paid off by 1942. An- 
other loan of $6,000 
obtained from the Board 
of Home Missions and 
Church Extension, was 
paid in full on May 1, 
1944, and $4,500 more 
was covered by local 
collateral.

During the depression years which 
followed Mr. Veitch was perserering 
and patient with subscribers, keep- 
ing pledges alive until they could 

be paid in better times. On Jan. ll, 
1945, the last of the debt was paid 
off, preceding his eightieth birthday 
and at the beginning of our 125th 
anniversayy year. In 1937, a Han- 
mond organ was installed, the con- 
munion table was built by Cnester 
Chappell and ™.M. Clark from odlack 
walnut timber from the old church, 
ihe total cost of the church was 
around $82,000. 


At this 1945 anniversary year, 
under tne pastorate of the Rev. Cecil 
D, Smith, the membership was reported 
to Conference as 528. tne Local 
Church and Annual Conference contrt- 
butions were $5,969, and tne benevol- 
ences $1,520. In addition, the final 
$2,000 were paid on tne debt; and 
$1836 in pledges, of which $1,480 
Was in cash, paid to the Crusade 
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Aurora Spafford and Mrs. Mary Jones were the first 
couple in Wood County to be married according to tie

the evangelistic spirit of the 
Church was reflected in tne number 
of ministers sent forth into full- 
time service. ‘ihe earliest was the 
Rev. Henry Warner, who came from the 
east in 1835 to visit his father and 
transferred his membership here in 
1836. The next year he was given a 
License to exhort, and in 1838 ii- 
censed to preach, and was received 
into tae Micnigan Conference for 
regular work. For 21 years he 
labored faitntully. On retirement 
he and his wife returned to Perrys- 
burg in 14/74. An account of 1888 
described them as pERing past atte 
seen and read of all." 
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Yue Hev, Hosta Ho. Uisudd was 
pastor nere in 1849-40 when tue 
Perrysburg Unurchn was separated 
from the Monroe Circuit and made 
the nead of a circuit of its own. 
After many years in serving various 
pastorates, he retired, taking tue 
superannuated relation. he made 
Perrysburg his home until a few 
years before nis death. He passed 
away at Delaware after becoming 
librarian at Ohio Wesleyan Uni- 
versity. 


In 1844 the name of Mark 
Richardson first appears on the 
minutes of this Church. He was. 
born in Ireland and came here in 
hig early youth. she was given a 
license to preach here, and was 
ordained as a local elder, hold- 
ing this relation for fifty years. 
He served many churches in the 
Maumee Valley and died at Maumee

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in 1897. “He had an impressive person- 
ality, an excellent voice, an accu~ 
rate memory, and was a ready and 
forceful speaker. He drew large con- 
gregations and preached by request 

at Annual and District Conferences 

and Lakeside Chautauqua Assembly and 
other large meetings." 


the Rev. Richard W. Wallace was 
another home-grown minister, who 
entered the Conference in 1871 and 
retired from active service in 1911. 
After serving for 26 years he became 
superintendent of the State School 
for the Blind in Columbus. Returning 
to the pastorate, he served ten more 
years in four different Toledo 
churches. Under his pastorate the 
present churches at Fostoria and %p- 
worth, Marion, were erscted. His 


record shows that he built six new 


churches and one parsonage, rebuilt 
two churches; received into the church 
3,643 persons; married 1,604 couples 
and conducted. 3,600 funerals. His 
father and mother and relatives have 
been active members in this church. 


PROMINENT LAYMEN 


This church has been blessed 
throughout its history with the 
faithful service of many outstand- 
ing laymen, vdeginning with Major 
Amos Spafford, who did not live to 
see his dream fulfilled. The man- 
tle fell on his son, Aurora, who was 
the first class leader in 1820, the 
first trustee, the largest contri- 
butor to the first church, and a 
highly respected leader in civic 
affairs. 


the second named trustee was 


Henry Darling, whose spencerian hand- 


writing is preserved in the records 
he made of the earliest Quarterly 
Conferences, for which he served as 
secretary. He was the first "Sabbath 
School" superintendent and a steward 
for many years.

Peter Uranker was one of the 
earliest members, serving as a clase 
leader and trustee for nearly thirty- 
five years. "His hovee was at all 
times a home for the preachers, in 
the times when they often found such 
a refuge very desirable. Literal in 
support of the church; faithful in his 
admonitions as a class leader; sincere, 
eurnest and faithful in his Christian 
example, he has entered into his rest, 
nnd his works follow him." 


Joshua Chappell was another pioneer 
class leader for many years. Soundly 
converted from an intemperate life, he 
was ever ready to testify to the saving 
grace of God. His life fully exempli- 
fied his profession thereafter. "He be- 
came an earnest, practical Christian, 
inflexible in his purpose to uphold the 
truth and to honor God." His descendants 
still carry the name of Chappell on our 
records, and continue his service to the 
Church. 


A.G. Williams likewise served many 
years as a trustse and steward, and was 
honored as delegate to Annual and General 
Conferences. Generous in support of the 
Church, he was equally helpful in coun- 
sel and in the work of the official 
board. His son Russell and grandchildren 
still live to carry on the tradition of 
loyal interest and service. 


J.S. Ellis "was converted to God 
early in life, and for more than a 
quarter of a century was identified with 
our church as trustee, steward and super- 
intendent of the Sabbath Scnool. " The 
sense of duty to God and the Church in- 
spired him in all his relations as a 
Christian professor. He was always, 
when at home and able, found at his 
post in the church, quiet in manner, 
unobstrusive in deportment, but always 
ready to advance the cause which he so 
much loved. He died after a long ili- 
ness in 188s, rejoicing in the gospel 
of Christ and trusting in Hin.”

The German Methodist Episcopal 
Church was organized in Perrysburg 
in 1861, witb the Rev. Nast of Cin- 
cinnati dedicating their commodious 
new church on West Indiana Avenue 
that same fall. It was composed 
mostly of German residents who pre- 
ferred to worship in their old-world 
language. Capt. Jon J, Yeager, 
native of Alsace and veteran of the 
Civil War, was the most influential 
leader of this church. dHis son, 


John, transferred with remaining 


members to the English-speaking 
Methodist Church before the close 
of the last century. 


Williem Barton became superin- 
tendent of the school in 1878 and 
served with ability and faithfulness 
for twenty years. Under his leader- 
ship the school attendance was built 
up from 125 to 160 enrolled. During 
those years he was the wheelhoree of 
the church, carrying much of the res- 
ponsibility for the finances as well 
as educational work. 


He was succeeded in the super- 
intendency by William VYeitch and 
Charles Schneider. ‘The Latter serv- 
ed also as financial secretary and 
now continues his faithful service 
as benevolence treasurer. In 1916 
John Yeager became superintendent 
of the Sunday School, serving until 
his death in 1941. He was progres- 
sive and informal in methods, build- 
ing up interest and attendance. 

Under his leadership the school raised 
$3500 for the building fund. Many re- 
member him for his noble Christian 
spirit and influences. 


Among many others who deserve 
mention with theses veterans is 
William J. Veitch. First as teacher 
of the men's class and steward in 
1892; then as chairman of the board 
of trustees and building committee 
for the new church in 1927, he has 
been serving his church for more 
than fifty years. More than any 
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other layman, he carried the responsi- 
bility for the new church building 
and for its care since erection. To 
him belongs lerge credit for steadily 
whittling down of the debt, until now, 
in his eightieth and the church's 
125th year, the debt is wiped out and 
the church stands free of éncumbrance,. 
Following a long hospital seige this 
year, he is again able to take nis 
wonted place at the church door, to 
welcome the Sunday-school pupils and 
worshippers. 


WOMEN'S WORK 


The reorganized women's work of 
the Church, under the leadership of 
Mrs. Howard Cummins, President of the 
Woman's Society of Christian Service, 
is carrying on the work of the former 
women's missionary societies and Ladies' 
Aid. ‘the membership is 123, with 25 
ndditional in the Wesleyan Service 
Guild. Gone are the years when the 
women worked hard and long in serving 
dinners to raise their large pledges 
to the church building projects. Now 
their interests can be broadened to 
include more missionary and benevelent 
projects outside the local church. 
they are dedicating the newly equipped 
church parlor to tne pioneer women who 
stood faithfully, though less conspic- 
uously, beside the men to uphold this 
Church through the many years. 


The Mary W. Tanneyhill Class has 
included in its membership at least 130 
women, including many with long records 
of service. It was organized in 1909 
with Mre. Tanneyhill as teacher. dShe 
taught it for 35 years, and was succeed- 
ed by Mra. Jonn Yeager. The first 
money for the new church was raised by 
thie class back in 1916, by picking 
strawberries. During its oistory, it 
has raised three thousand dollars for 
the church, besides many other bene- 
volences. ‘The Win-A-Couple Class also 
has made appreciable contributions to 
the work. Mrs. Clara (Grant) Holbrook 
and Mrs. Begs (h.R.) Hartshorn served 
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for many years as Sunday School 


teachers, and have been an ingspira- 


tion to many of our young people. 
THE PRESENT PROGRAM 


Jemes McCauley succeeded to 
the superintendency of tne church 
school in 1941. The present en- 
rollment is 298, including Credle 
Roll and Home Departments. Four 
separate departments, with plans 
for a fifth, are conducted each 
Sunday, under the direction of 
20 officers and teachers. A 
Youth Fellowship and an Inter~ 
mediate Fellowship have been 
organized and have been active 
in waried and interesting ways. 
More than $620 was raised for 
lesson materials and benevolences 
during the past year.
